Decision looms 

Ignatieff says he needs time to ponder report, election 


Liberal Leader Michael Ig¬ 
natieff has a day or two to 
decide whether to bring 
down Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s minori¬ 
ty government and force 
an election over the Con¬ 
servatives’ handling of 
the economic crisis. 

Ignatieff said he needs 
time to digest the 234-page 
“report card” Harper re¬ 
leased yesterday in an at¬ 
tempt to convince Canadi¬ 
ans that the Conservatives 
are moving quickly to help 
them get through the re¬ 
cession. 

“Only 72 days into this 
new fiscal year, the un¬ 


precedented measures un¬ 
dertaken in our Economic 
Action Plan are starting to 
show some results,” Harper 
said in a speech in Cam¬ 
bridge, Ont.. “The effects of 
the recession are begin¬ 
ning to ease.” 

Saddled with a record 
$50.2-billion federal budget 
deficit, the worst jobless 
picture in a decade and de¬ 
pressed business condi¬ 
tions, Harper recounted his 
government’s efforts to 
spur infrastructure spend¬ 
ing, improve the Employ¬ 
ment Insurance system, 
bail out struggling indus¬ 
tries and support education 


and research. 

The Liberals demanded 
these quarterly updates in 
Januaiy as a price for keep¬ 
ing Harper’s minority gov¬ 
ernment in power. And Ig¬ 
natieff has threatened to 
bring down the govern¬ 
ment if the report cards 
show the Conservatives are 
not moving quickly to dis¬ 
perse the money from its 
two-year, $3 5-billion stimu¬ 
lus program. 

Yesterday, opposition 
parties expressed intense 
scepticism about the accu¬ 
racy of the latest list of gov¬ 
ernment-funded projects, 
which Finance Minister Jim 


Flaherty admitted includes 
some that would have hap¬ 
pened anyway without the 
economic stimulus pack¬ 
age brought in by the Con¬ 
servatives. 

“They announce, they re¬ 
announce, they re-an- 
nounce the announce¬ 
ments,” Ignatieff told re¬ 
porters after a speech in 
Montreal. “You have to 
have a PhD in economics to 
actually figure out whether 
the (money) has got out the

health Despite the World 
Health Organization rais¬ 
ing the influenza A (H1N1), 
also known as swine flu, 
pandemic alert level to 
Phase 6, Alberta officials 
said Thursday the risk to 
the general public still re¬ 
mains low. 

Alberta’s chief medical 
officer Dr. Andre Corriveau 
said officials are not 
surprised the WHO 
indicated a global pandem¬ 
ic is underway with the 
spreading of the virus. 

“The Phase 6 designation 
is not indicative of how se¬ 
vere this disease is. It is a 
measure of where and how 
widespread the new virus 
has gone around the 
world,” he added. 

Alberta Health and Well¬ 
ness spokesperson Howard 
May said Albertans don’t 
need to overreact to the 
new designation. 

“For Alberta, nothing 
has changed today. We 
continue to work with and 
learn from other provinces 
and really, it’s what we’ve 
been doing all along,” May 
said. “The new level is 
more to do with statistics 
than severity.” 

Alberta Liberal Leader 
David Swann said in a 
statement both citizens 
and the government need 
to take steps ensure safety 
in the wake of HINI. 

“Flu outbreaks often 
come on strong in the 
spring and then fade dur¬ 
ing the summer, only to re¬ 
turn in the fall,” Swann 
said.

Caribou, reindeer numbers plunge 

Caribou and reindeer numbers worldwide have plunged almost 60 per cent in the last three 
decades. The dramatic revelation came out of the first-ever comprehensive census of these 
iconic species. The census and analysis was carried out by biologists at the University of Alber¬ 
ta. The results were published in the journal, Global Change Biology. Co-author and U of A re¬ 
searcher Liv Vors says global warming and industrial development are responsible for driving 
this dramatic decline in caribou and reindeer numbers around the world. metro edmonton

They knew their daughter 
was at the beginning of a 
rocky divorce, but Gary 
and Donna Rentz say they 
could never have prepared 
for her marriage to end 
with her death. 

“We’re trying to find 
something positive out of 
all this negative,” Donna 


said, explaining the cou¬ 
ple’s new commitment to 
assisting others. “We want 
to put our energy into 
helping people.” 

Edmonton-born Nancy 
Cooper, 34, was found 
murdered in Caiy, North 
Carolina in July 2008. 

Her husband, Brad Coop¬ 
er, has been charged with 
first-degree murder in con¬ 
nection with his wife’s 
death. 


When charges were laid 
police Chief Pat Bazemore 
called the incident “a case 
of domestic violence of the 
very worst kind.” 


None of the allegations 
have been proven in court. 

Nancy’s Butterfly Fund 
was created by her parents 
for endowment to the Ed¬ 


monton Community Foun¬ 
dation, supporting victims 
of domestic violence. 

“Everyone wonders after 
these tragedies happen, 
what they could have done 
to help,” Donna said. “We 
couldn’t have done any¬ 
thing different.” 

Two events, The Butter¬ 
fly Ball on June 20, and a 
five-lcilometre walk and 
run on July 12, have been 
organized, all proceeds 


benefiting the fund. 

“We want to raise aware¬ 
ness and hopefully contin¬ 
ue this every year,” Gary 
said. 

Nancy’s parents were 
awarded permanent cus¬ 
tody of her two daughters, 
Bella, 5, and Katie, 3. The 
children are coping well, 
and living life like normal 
children in the wake of 
their mother’s passing, 
Donna added.

First Nation flu fears 

Government investigates reports of severe symptoms 


Flu Outbreak 


Canada is concerned 
about reports the influen¬ 
za A (HlNl) virus, also 
known as swine flu, has 
caused more severe 
symptoms in some 
aboriginal communities 
than in the rest of the 
population, health 
officials said Thursday. 


But the officials said 
there is no evidence yet to 
support suggestions the 
virus’s impact varies be¬ 
tween ethnic groups, and 
the illness continues to act 
like the regular seasonal 
flu that Canadians suffer 
from annually. 

“To make conclusions 
based on a couple of com¬ 
munities that this is some¬ 
how a disease that is worse 
in a particular ethnic

group — it’s much too ear¬ 
ly to make any of those 
kinds of conclusions or 
presumptions,” said Dr. 
David Butler-Jones, Cana¬ 


da’s chief public health of¬ 
ficer. 

At least two reserves in 
Manitoba have been hit 
unusually hard by out¬ 
breaks of the disease, ac¬ 
cording to media reports, 
although no deaths have 
been recorded. 

Canadian health officials 
said additional medical re¬ 
sources are being sent to 
harder-hit aboriginal com¬ 
munities.

Heavily armed troops 
have rounded up more 
than 80 police in and 
around the city of Monter¬ 
rey this month after find¬ 
ing lists of officers appar¬ 
ently in the pay of the Gulf 
cartel. Security raids came 
to a head this week when 
masked federal police 
faced off in the streets at 
gun point with city cops 
alleged to work for the 
drug gangs. 

Frightened motorists 
fled their cars for fear of a 
shootout that was narrow¬ 
ly avoided. The breakdown 
in law and order is damag¬ 
ing the image of one of 
Latin America’s top

Flu Outbreak 


The World Health Organi¬ 
zation declared an 
influenza pandemic Thurs¬ 
day and advised 
governments to prepare 
for a long-term battle 
against an unstoppable 
new flu virus. 

The United Nations 
agency raised its pandemic 
flu alert to Phase 6 on a six- 
point scale, indicating the 
first influenza pandemic 
since 1968 is underway. 

“Based on past experi¬ 
ence, this pandemic will be 
with us for some months, if 
not years, to come,” WHO 
director-general Dr. Mar¬ 
garet Chan said in a letter. 

Countries from Australia 
to Chile and the United 
States are reporting the new 
influenza A (H1N1), also 


known as swine flu, is 
“crowding out” seasonal flu, 
becoming the predominant 
influenza strain, she said. 

For now the virus was 
“pretty stable,” but Chan 
warned it could still change 
into a more deadly form. 

“So it is incumbent on 
WHO and all members to 


stay vigilant and alert for 
the next year or two or 
even beyond,” she said. 

There is also a risk the 
swine flu could mix with its 
seasonal H1N1 cousin, 
which has developed resist¬ 
ance to drug Tamiflu, made 
by Roche AG and Gilead Sci¬ 
ences Inc, Dr. Anne 


Schuchat of the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention told a briefing. 

The United States has 
been operating on pandem¬ 
ic status for weeks, with 
hundreds of thousands of 
cases and at least 1,000 hos¬ 
pitalizations, Schuchat said.

Buy America: Blatant protectionism 



C ats, it appears, can 
be herded if the 
stakes are high 
enough. Our 

provincial pre¬ 

miers, in an extraordinary 


display of unanimity, now 
say they support the Harper 
government’s desire to en¬ 
shrine state/provincial and 
local procurement prac¬ 
tices under the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment. 

By expanding NAFTA this 
way, Canada would gain an 
exemption from the Obama 
administration’s Buy Ameri¬ 
ca rules. 

Exemptions are already 
held by several countries — 
Australia, Britain and Mexi¬ 


co among them. They, un¬ 
like Canada, had the fore¬ 
sight to negotiate free trade 
in sub-national procure¬ 
ment contracts with the 
U.S. 

Buy America is blatant 
protectionism, the kind of 
appealing, but self-defeat¬ 
ing economic strategy gov¬ 
ernments use in recessions 
when it’s politically neces¬ 
sary to appear to protect do¬ 
mestic jobs. It’s also the 
kind of measure that pro¬ 
vokes reprisals. 


Ottawa has a good case 
for an exemption. The 
Canadian and U.S. 
economies are highly inte¬ 
grated. A part made in 
Canada might go into a U.S.- 
built component, which is 
then assembled into a fin¬ 
ished Canadian product for 
shipment back to the U.S. 
Think of it as a supra-na¬ 
tional supply chain. 

By one estimate, about 70 
per cent of Canada/U.S. 
trade is this sort of industri¬ 
al back and forth, which 


means that penalizing one 
side automatically disad¬ 
vantages the other. 

Canadian officials would 
like Congress to write an ex¬ 
emption clause into the Buy 
America legislation or have 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma issue an executive order 
doing the same. Both are re¬ 
mote possibilities, meaning 
the likeliest course is re¬ 
opening NAFTA. 

This has its own hazards. 
In addition to swapping an 
exemption for access to 


Canadian procurement 
business, the U.S. might 
have other items on its 
shopping list. A new NAF¬ 
TA will take time, and may 
not take effect until U.S. 
stimulus funds are long 
gone. 

It’s great Canada is finally 
on the case, but we should 
have taken care of this busi¬ 
ness long ago.

Moving to a new city is like 
meeting a new person. You 
form your perceptions 
quickly. The first thing that 
struck me about Edmonton 
was the number of mentally 
ill people there seemed to 
be. 

On every street corner 
someone seemed to want to 
strike up a conversation. 
Growing up in Toronto had 


taught me that the person 
initiating the conversation 
will go on to tell you about 
wearing tinfoil under their 
hat in order to keep Mar¬ 
tians from beaming 
thoughts into their brain. 

What a treat it was to find 
out the people that wanted 
to talk weren’t disturbed; 
they were just friendly. None 
of my experiences in other 
cities had prepared me for 
that. My initial perception 
that Edmonton indeed was a 
friendly city has never 
changed. 

The first restaurant I went 
into in Edmonton was the 
old Silk Hat on Jasper Av¬ 
enue. 

Upon entering, I was 


asked to remove my hat be¬ 
fore I was seated. Given the 
current ubiquity of ball caps, 
muscle shirts and flip-flops 
in restaurants and else¬ 
where, it’s hard to imagine 
that wearing a hat inside 
was once considered impo¬ 
lite. 

After eating my meal, I 
reached into my pocket for 
the $20 bill I had taken off 
my dresser only to find that 
instead of a 201 had grabbed 
a one instead. What was I go¬ 
ing to do? 

At the till I looked sheep¬ 
ish and apologetic as I ex¬ 
plained what I had done. “No 
problem,” the cashier said. 
“Bring the money in the 
next time you’re by here.” 


I was dumfounded. Why 
would the cashier trust the 
word of a total stranger? 
Why didn’t she call the po¬ 
lice? That’s when I realized I 
had indeed moved to a very 
different kind of city. 

Many people have asked 
me why I live in Edmonton. 
They extol the virtues of 
their cities by running down 
a list of things that suppos¬ 
edly make their cities great 
places to live. However, none 
of the things they mention 
can compare to the friendli¬ 
ness and trust I found in Ed¬ 
monton.

Exit strategies urged for stimulus spending 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney pledged 
Thursday to stay the 
course on monetary policy 
and said it was important 
for countries to have valid 
exit strategies from stimu¬ 
lus spending as well as 
flexible exchange rates. 

He repeated past lan¬ 
guage that he expects to 
keep the bank’s target in¬ 
terest rate at 0.25 per cent 
through mid-2010, that he 
retains the flexibility to 
use unconventional meas¬ 
ures and that the recent 
sharp rise in the Canadian 
dollar could fully offset re¬ 
cent positive develop¬ 
ments in the Canadian 
economy. 

In the prepared text of a 
speech he was giving in 
Montreal, he said too 


“It is... paramount 
that fiscal policy 
frameworks retain 
credibility. This 
requires both 
effective current 
initiatives and real¬ 
istic exit strategies.”

much fiscal stimulus by 
countries could be self-de¬ 
feating if it leads to higher 
interest rates or reduces 
spending by consumers 
worried about tax hikes. 

“It is therefore para¬ 
mount that fiscal policy 
frameworks retain credi¬ 
bility. This requires both 


effective current initiatives 
and realistic exit strate¬ 
gies,” he said. 

Massive fiscal spending 
and tax cuts should make 
growth positive in the 
United States, Japan and 
China in the third quarter, 
but self-sustaining private 
demand in most major 
economies is not yet immi¬ 
nent, he said. 

In remarks that ap¬ 
peared directed partly at 
China, Carney added coun¬ 
tries must adopt coherent 
macroeconomic policies 
and allow “real exchange 
rates to adjust to achieve 
external balance over time 
... Given the current, 
deeply synchronous global 
recession, the costs of free 
riding should be obvious to

United, who fended off 
the Spanish club’s interest 
in the World and European 


Player of the Year 12 
months ago, have given 
the nine-times European 
champions the go-ahead to 
talk to him. 

“Manchester United 
have received a world- 
record, unconditional of¬ 
fer of 80 million pounds 
for Cristiano Ronaldo from 
Real Madrid,” the club 
said. 


“At Cristiano’s request — 
who has again expressed 
his desire to leave — and 
after discussion with the 
player’s representatives, 
United have agreed to give 
Real Madrid permission to 
talk to the player. 

“Matters are expected to 
be concluded by June 30.” 

Real Madrid confirmed 
they had made an offer for 


Ronaldo. 

“The club expects to 
reach an agreement with 
the player in coming days,” 
Real said in a statement. 

Should Real complete 
the signing of the 24-year- 
old it would seal a remark¬ 
able double for the Span¬ 
ish giants who snapped up 
Brazilian playmalcer Kalca 
from Milan this week for a 


fee reported to be around 
68 million euros. 

Kalca was the first player 
to be signed since Florenti¬ 
ne Perez returned to the 
presidency this month and 
Real Madrid appear intent 
on continuing their spend¬ 
ing spree despite the disap¬ 
proval of European govern¬ 
ing body UEFA.

■he slow death of 
the Phoenix Coy¬ 
otes in an Arizona 
courtroom is 
painful to watch, 


but it is highly instructive. 
It’s a bit like a wounded dog 
begging for mercy from a 
too-proud master. 

What is astounding is not 
that the NHL is trying to 
protect its ability to place 
franchises, nor is it that the 
league flinches when a mav¬ 
erick tries to pick off a weak 
member of the herd. 

No, what’s really surpis- 
ing is that, in a recession, 
the bosses of pro hockey are 
deaf to the fans’ voices. 


The bottom line in any 
sport is that loyal and devot¬ 
ed followers are needed in 
order to flourish. There has 
to be a fervent commitment 
to the cause. In hockey’s 
case, the disciples live in 
Canada. This is where the 
game is bred in the bone 
and where people crave the 
chance to see an NHL game 
in real life. In Ontario’s 
Golden Horseshoe, there 
are millions of these ob¬ 
sessed fans. 


In the southern United 
States, pro hockey is at best 
an amusement with a hand¬ 
ful of curious onlookers. At 
worst, the NHL in places 
like Phoenix is an experi¬ 
ment conducted by mad sci¬ 
entists who think they can 
sustain ice in the heat of the 
desert. 

It’s unnatural — at times 
cruel — to the fans of a 
beloved game. 

The NHL did not fight this 
hard to keep the Jets in 


Winnipeg. There were few 
bleeding hearts in the 
boardrooms when the Que¬ 
bec Nordiques were allowed 
to escape to Colorado, thus 
robbing hockey of its most 
compelling rivalries. 

What is a good fan to 
think? 

All of this pain and angst 
and a trumped-up court 
case in order to breathe life 
into a barely limping bunch 
of Coyotes. 

Maybe the NHL should do 


what’s fair and what makes 
good business sense. Per¬ 
haps the league might 
agree that its future is north 
of the border in Canada 
where the fans run wild. 

It’s time to put the Coy¬ 
otes out of their misery and 
end the dog days of hockey 
for good.

With the amount of atten¬

At one point, a character 
remarks on how beautiful 
the city is. We have to take 
his word for it, since the 
camera never slows down 
long enough for us to make 
it out. 

Luckily, Scott brought 
along his favourite leading 
actor, Denzel Washington 
(this is their fourth collab¬ 
oration), whose perform¬ 


ance as a schlub of an MTA 
dispatcher in over his head 
dealing with a murderous 
hijacker (John Travolta).

Maybe it’s 
the hastily drawn neck tat¬ 
toos or the oddly vitriolic 
dislike of Italian-Americans, 
but he nearly devours the 
entire hijacked subway car 
with his sceneiy-chewing. 

Surrounding Washing¬ 
ton and Travolta’s extend¬ 
ed dialogue are some pret¬ 
ty ridiculous plot points, 
including a video-chat- 
happy girlfriend picking 
the worst possible time 
to harangue her hostage 
boyfriend via his 
Wi-Fi-enabled laptop hid¬ 


den on the subway car 
floor. 

Other details irk, like fi¬ 
nancial reporters freaking 
out over the pre-credit- 
crunch Dow dropping all 
the way down to 12,000. 

Add in the assaulting use 
of Jay-Z’s 99 Problems over 
the opening credits and 
this remake feels frozen in 
time which is odd for a 
modernization.

A revolution in French music 


Catchy new album is helping pop-rock band Phoenix get noticed

Success has a funny way of 
finding artists. 

Back in the late ’90s it 
seemed achievable almost 
overnight for Parisian acts 
like Daft Punk and Air, who 
carved separate niches into 
pop’s ample market. 
Phoenix was also there in 
the suburb of Versailles, 
and though the band had a 
unique sound — catalogue 
it somewhere between the 
Strokes, Steely Dan and the 
Art of Noise — the band 
never received any framed 
platinum discs. 

“At the beginning it was 
really hard,” admits front¬ 
man Thomas Mars. “I don’t 
think we were even giving 
people a chance to like us 
because (United, the band’s 


2000 debut album) sound¬ 
ed more like commercial 
suicide to me. I remember 
being in France and every¬ 
one was confused, even by 
the record cover.” 

They shouldn’t really 
blame themselves. The 
Frenchmen have crafted 
some of the most sophisti¬ 
cated, hummable pop mu¬ 
sic of the last decade and 
never changed their cre¬ 
ative process while doing 
so. Mars sees each record 
“as a photo album that rep¬ 
resents you at a certain 
time. I think we just want 
to make different records 
all the time. We don’t real¬ 
ly see any record as an up¬ 
grade.” 

He may see it that way, 
but there is an unmistak¬ 
able vibrancy and progres¬ 
sion with the fourth 
Phoenix album, Wolfgang 


Amadeus Phoenix. The 
rhythms are savvier, the 
melodies prompter and the 
arrangements are flawless¬ 
ly constructed. And it’s got¬ 


ten noticed — now people 
are finally catching on. 

“To me it’s more ex¬ 
treme, it’s also a little more 
futuristic,” says Mars of the 


new album. “All of the in¬ 
spirations were so different 
that we couldn’t find a way 
to put them together, so it 
is a record that was maybe 


a little more painful to 
make. But in the end it was 
more satisfying because it 
was more like a Franken¬ 
stein. (Because of it) I think 
the songs of United have a 
chance again.” 

As witnessed by an ap¬ 
pearance on Saturday 
Night Live back in April, 
Phoenix have also pro¬ 
gressed as a live band, 
something Mars feels is a 
result of making Wolfgang 
Amadeus. 

“It can be a struggle after 
an album to play it live, be¬ 
cause sometimes we’ve 
done things that are im¬ 
possible to translate,” he 
confesses. “For the first 
time I think we’ve man¬ 
aged to incorporate us as a 
rock band and bring the 
studio live, which is some¬ 
thing that took us a long 
time to do.”

Letterman finally victorious 

CBS' Late Show overtakes N BC's Tonight Show in ratings last week 


Julia Roberts and the Black 
Eyed Peas helped David 
Letterman overtake Conan 
O’Brien in the late-night 
ratings competition Tues¬ 
day night. 

CBS’ Late Show earned a 
higher overnight number 
than NBC’s Tonight Show 
for the first time since the 
NBC late-night franchise 
switched hosts from Jay 
Leno to Conan O’Brien last 
week. 


On the seventh day of 
Letterman vs. O’Brien, CBS 
earned a 3.4 metered-mar- 
lcet household rating to 
NBC’s 2.9. Late Show was 
also up 13 per cent from 
the previous week and 17 
per cent from the year-ear- 
lier period. 

O’Brien’s guests Tuesday 
were Eddie Murphy, An¬ 
gela Kinsey and Bonnie 
Raitt. 

The ratings gap between 


the hosts has been narrow¬ 
ing nearly every night 
since O’Brien took the 
helm of Tonight on June 1. 
The last time Late Show 
topped Tonight under Jay 
Leno was eight months 
ago. 

One mitigating factor: 
NBC aired live National 
Hockey League playoff cov¬ 
erage Tuesday in prime¬ 
time, which led to low-rat¬ 
ed local programming air¬ 


ing in the latter hours on 
the West Coast, potentially 
providing Tonight with a 
wealcer-than-usual lead-in. 

When asked about 
O’Brien’s ratings Tuesday 
at an event, NBC co-chair 
Marc Graboff noted that 
the late-night ratings game 
“is a marathon,” not a 
sprint, and that this is a 
contest that will be fought 
over years.

According to Nielsen, 
the latest tally is half of the 
5.8 million that were 
unprepared in Februaiy, 
when the government 
postponed the transition 
by four months. 

At a news conference 
Wednesday in Los Angeles, 
acting Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission 


chairman Michael Copps 
reiterated the importance 
of the transition 
and said the agency 
was expecting relatively 
minor problems when 
the switchover begins Fri¬ 
day. 

“This is the biggest tran¬ 
sition in television, an 
even bigger transition than 
black-and-white to color,” 
Copps said. “Our whole so¬ 
ciety is going digital, and 
broadcast needs to be a 
part of that transition.”

Foreign Journalists: 

The sentencing of two 
American journalists — 
Laura Ling and Euna Lee 
— to 12 years in a North 
Korean labour camp 
helped place the 
spotlight on the dangers 
reporters face while try¬ 
ing to do their jobs. The 
committee to Protect 
Journalists announced in 
2005 that murder was 
the leading cause of job- 
related death among 
journalists, and found 
the Philippines, Iraq, Co¬ 
lumbia, Bangladesh and 
Russia to be among the 
most dangerous. Here 
are some suggestions to 
learn more about the 
dangers journalists face: 

• ONLINE: Canadian Jour¬ 
nalists for Free 
Expression (cjfe.org) is 
“committed to watching 
over regions of the world 
where journalists are as¬ 
saulted, threatened, kid¬ 
napped and killed for re¬ 
porting the news.” 

The Committee to 
Protect Journalists 
(cpj.org) is an independ¬ 
ent,nonprofit 
organization promoting 
press freedom worldwide 
by defending the rights 
of journalists to report 
the news without fear of 
reprisal. 

•MOVIES: The films 
When the Sky Falls and 
Veronica Guerin — star¬ 
ring Cate Blanchett — 
both tell the story of the 
Irish crime reporter who 
was murdered while driv¬ 
ing a few kilometers out¬ 
side Dublin in 1996 by 
drug dealers. Another 
movie that deals with the 
dangers journalists face 
on the job is The Killing 
Fields (based on the expe¬ 
riences of three journal¬ 
ists in Cambodia during 
the Khmer Rouge 
regime).

Italian Meatballs 
in Tomato Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) olive oil 

2 garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

2 celery stalks, finely 
chopped 

8 oz (250 g) lean ground 
beef 

8 oz (250 g) lean ground 
pork 

1/2 cup (125 ml) fresh 
bread crumbs 
1 egg white 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) dried 
oregano 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) dried basil 

1 can crushed tomatoes 

2 onions, finely chopped 
2 tbsp (25 ml) tomato 
paste 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) black pep¬ 
per 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). In small frying 
pan , heat oil over moder¬ 
ate heat. Add garlic and 
celery and saute until soft¬ 
ened and lightly browned, 
5 minutes. Remove from 
heat and let cool slightly. 

2. In bowl, combine 
ground beef, ground pork, 
bread crumbs, egg white, 
oregano and basil. Stir in 


celery mixture until just 
combined. 

3. Using your hands, shape 
mixture into 16 meatballs 
about 1 1/2 in (3.5 cm) 
across. 

4. Spray rack with 
vegetable oil cooking 
spray. Place meatballs on 
rack over baking tray, and 
bake until well browned 
on all sides, 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes, turning occasionally. 
Transfer to plate and 
reserve. Meanwhile, in 
large nonstick frying pan 
over moderate heat, com¬ 
bine tomatoes, onions and 
tomato paste and bring to 
boil. Cover and simmer 
mixture until slightly 
thickened, about 12 min¬ 
utes. 

5. Return meatballs to fry¬ 
ing pan. Cover and cook 
until cooked through, 20 
minutes. Stir parsley into 
tomato sauce and season 
with black pepper.
